said, "that the president will veto-these 
tariff bills and I have no doubt that 
word has already been sent to the iron 
and steel manufacturers that the pro- 
posed reduction will not go into the 
law."'

These facts and many others equally 


us interesting to the casual olwi-rwr 
were compiled recently when wurk of 
track improvement in the city was start- 
ed by the Fort Wayuc and -Northern In- 
diana Traction company. 


When officials of the corporation de- 


cided to make extensive repairs in street 
car trackage tlirough the city this sum- 
mer, they also- decided to conduct the 
work along the most, modern and ap- 
proved lines, and before a pick 
was 


touched or a shovel full of earth turned 
•over in beginning the task, months of 
study on the part of oflicials determined 
just'what plan was to be followed, in 
eoiiBideratiou of conditions existing in 
Fort Wayne as a city:

. Some New Methods. 


For the first time in- the history of 


local street railway service 
a 
steam 


shovel is being employed in excavating 
for the concrete bed upon which the new 
tracks rest. It might also be of interest 
to add that Fort Wayne is the second 
city in the United States in which such 
a machine has'ever been used in track 
•wort. It is a new device and is being 
' demonstrated for the first time in such 


work, and Cincinnati is the only other 
city in which it has been used. 


The huge shovel is operated by one 


man. The only other laborers engaged 
in excavating for the foundations are 
those who are employed to take care of 
the earth after it has-'been deposited in 
the car. With'the quickest time-possi- 
ble, the big'shovel .ploughs .deep' into 
the hard earth ,of the.streets, doing a. 
niueh ivork in one day as 'one hundred 
men could do in the same period of time. 
It was first used on South Wayne ave- 
nue/' and after completing .excavations 
there,- was taken to -East Lewis street, 
where it is viewed every day by curious

-Instead of simply laying the tracks 


on their foundation of-concrete and slabs 
and joining them .with iron bars and 
bolts. l*i! heavy steel bars, weighing 
ninety-*\e pounds to tlie yard, are placed 


:in.pusiu6n and welded, together, form- 
ing one continuous rail from one end 
'of"the line to the other. 


Moulds which are especially prepared 


for the purpose- are placed about the 
joints after the track Hs laid in place, 
and into the moulds is poured melted 
metal 'brought to a white heat. This 
forms about the ends of the rails and 
beneath them, securely holding them in 
place for all time to come, aad at the 
same time eliminating the joint, BO that 
a person riding-in a car over the track 
cannot feel the slightest jolt as they 
pass over the different sections. 
The 


welding process eliminates all danger of 
the.track sagging at the joints, a diffi- 
culty encountered in many of the best 
cities of the country. 


This is the first time - the- welding ma- 


chine has ever been used in local track 
work, but it'has. been in vogue in other 
cities for- a number of years. 


Rails Are Then Leveled. 


After the metal has hardened 
suf- 


ficiently about the joints, a 
machine 


known as the grinder then takes up the 
work of perfecting the tracks. This ma- 
chine goes over every inch of street car 
track now being laid in the city. 
It 


will be continued as long as the 


weather 'permits this year, and 
then 


akeJi up again in the spring, where the 
•. nrkmcn are forced to leave off this 
winter. 


After the tracks are 
completed 


East Lewis street, workmen will begin 
retracking Hoffman street. From there 
the work will be resumed on West Main 
street, and then on Broadway. 


Extensions Suggested. 


Civic improvement associations in the 


city, land development companies aa( 
ordinary petitioners have offered sugges-' 
tions to officials of the' company for a 
number of track extensions in the city. 
Some of them are being seriously consid- 
ered, while others, at this date, are en- 
tirely out of the question. The North 
Side Civic Improvement association has

Heights, northwest of the city. Others 
want the Lakeside line extended until it 
operates through the new Forest Park

company opening the new addition east 
of the city wants the Lewis street line 
built out to the new plat, and the pub- 
lic has set its mind upon having a line 
built from.

Another plan of extending Pontiac street 
is offered. 


With the exception of* the' line on 


•State street, all street car tracks in 
Fort Wayne are now on paved streets. 
The last paved street upon which cars 
are operated was South Wayne avenue. 


All the trunk lines of the city car 


system, are double tracked, and cars 
can pass at any point along the line. 


Steady Line of Progress. 


Nothing but haphazard methods were 


'oundation, and to offset this, and as 
:he latest method, concrete slabs 
are 


low being placed beneath the rails and 
on the surface of the foundation. 


If it ever becomes necessary to take 


up a portion of the track, it can easily 
bo accomplished by going only to the 
lower fac^ of-.the rails and to the «ur- 
face of the concrete bed. 


It has been found by watching experi- 


ments in other cities that next to gran- 
ite block, brick is the best material that 
can be used between the tracks. 


To Relieve Congestion. 


"If Fort Wayne continues to progress 


in the future as it has in the past, it 
will •without doubt become necessary for 
traffic on Calhouu street to move only 
in one direction," said Sam W. Green- 
land, assistant general manager and pur- 


chasing agent for the traction company. 


"This has become necessary in many 


of our larger cities, and only recently 
the plan was adopted in certain busy sec- 
tions of Philadelphia. 


'It is generally conceded that Calhoun 


street, as the principal business thor- 
ough^gare, is too narrow for a city the 
size of Fort Wayne. If the city con- 
tinues to grow until its . population 


reaches the 200,000 mark, one cannot 
help wondering about the conditions that 
will exist in the business district. Ev«ft 
now during the busiest part of the day 
the street often becomes congested.

There are to be four tracks elevated 


at tlie Broadway crossing, but the ac- 
companying pictures show the piling for 
only tlie first, the extreme south track 
of the 'four.

Construction company, of St. Louis, is 
doing the work, and after driving the 
piling at the immediate crossing, 
as 


shown in the upper picture, the -work 
was begun on the west approach, and 
the piling shown in the lower picture is 
about 300 feet west of Broadway.

Daddy of the Union. 


In addition to the honor of being the 


oldest surviving member of the Cigar- 
makers" xinion. Mr. Hollister also has the 
distinction of being the first member of 
tho. union in this city—its founder, in 
fact—for it was through his efforts the 
organization was given birth in Fort 
Wayne. 
He was its first member. 
It 


is for this reason that the Cigarmakers 
of Fort Wayne take off - their hats to 
''Jud'' llollister. and refer to him as 
"the daddy of Cigarmakers' union No.

Transposed Figures. 


The members of the union at the time 


of its organization1 in 1866 were William 
Neuroth, Frank Oger, William Rudolph, 
J. C. Eckert, Christian Miller, Albert 
Unger. Charles Dt?gitz, Christian Neider, 
George Reiter and Mr. Hollister. They 
were the charter members and of the 
number Mr. Hollister is the only one 
now living. 


Mr. Hollister remained as the secre- 


tary of the union for ten years and was 
one of its most active members. In 1876 
its president was John Day and its sec- 
retary J. p. Carpenter. Along about that 
time, for some reason, the union was al- 
lowed to die out and lost its charter, but 
five years afterward it was resurrected 
and a new charter secured. 
And here 


comes a somewhat remarkable coinci- 
dence. 


The older charter, the one of I860, was 


issued to Cigarmakers' union No. 73. 
When the new charter was issued by 
the international association in 1881 it 
was No. 37, simply a transposition of
